The Pennsylvania total contin- 


ued an increase which began in 
1954 after declines the two previ- 
ous years. 


Last year Pennsylvania farm- 


land value stood at 51,851,000,000 
as of July 31. In 1941 it was ?!,- 
796,000,000. Mid-year 1953 showed 
$1,819,000,000 while the 1952 total 
was $1,857,000,000. 


The rate of farm sales'at July 


1 was up 16 per cent in Pennsyl- 
vania compared to the preceding 
year.

have not been great enough to de- 
stroy the woody vegetation and 
sprout growth that has sprung up 
in these clearings the grouse have 
found favorable nesting places in 
the forest-edge habitat that re- 
sulted. 


Studies made 
by 
Robert E. 


Stewart, and published in the Auk, 
Vol. 73, of January, 1956 under the 
title, "Ecological Study of Ruffed 
Grouse Broods in Virginia/', con- 
firm the value of 
small forest

In this interesting report Mr. 


Stewart states, 
"Practically 
all 


broods of the younger grouse were 
found in or near forest-edge habi- 
tats. Most of them were distrib- 
uted within the moist forest types 
along small or narrow semi-shad- 
ed clearings, such as secondary 
roads, wagon-roads, trails, and na- 
tural forest openings. The prefer- 
ence for these situations is prob- 
ably due to the more luxuriant 
growth of ground vegetation that 


clearings in the life cycle of the characteristically develop on them 
ruffed grouse everywhere in thejlho relative abundance of young 


woody sprouts and seedlings ap- j 
pcared to be most important. Whife j 
a few broods were found in open- 
ings almost devoid of this type 
of plant growth, it was noticed 
that areas which supported the; 
greatest number of broods were 
those in which many recent small 
clearings or slashings had resulted 
in an abundance of woody sprouts". 


The important part that newly 


built log roads, with their forest 
edges of sprouts 
and seedlings, 


play in the life cycle of the ruffed 
grouse is ^tressed in this article 
when the author found 26 broods 
of grouse along the forest edge of 


a newly built log road some 4. 
miles in length. He attributed the 
lush growth of'small woody plants 
with their rich source of insect 
food near the ground within reach 
of the small chicks, as providing 
both food and protective cover for 
the young broods. 


The many miles of new logging 


roads constructed each year on the 
Allegheny National Forest should 
provide good habitat for 
ruffed 


grouse. In order to let the sun- 
light onto the road bed each road 
is "day-lighted" at the 
time of 


construction by cutting back all 
trees to a distance of 15 feet on 


each side of the center line ot the 
road. 


If, however, too 
many 
deer 


, browse to the 
ground line the 


woody sprouts and young seed- 
lings that spring up on the edgs 
of these logging roads, and in the 
wildlife clearings, the habitat for 
grouse will be destroyed and this 
fine game bird will continue to 
play only a minor part in the total 
wildlife picture in the Allegheny 
Natinal Forest.

Fisheries Agencies 
Adopt Regulations 
For Pumatuninq 


Harnsburg—Uniform fishing re- 


gulations on Lake Pymatunmg for 
fishermen 
of Pennsylvania 
and 


Ohio were assured for 1957 when 
the Pennsylvania Fish Commission 
late yesterday adopted the recom- 
mendations formulated late last 
month when representatives of the 
two states' fisheries agencies met 
at Andover, Ohio. 


In making the announcement, R 


Stanley Smith, President of the 
Pennsylvania 
Fish Commission, 


stated, "Uniformity, simplicity and 
liberalization consistent with our 
earlier actions, are the keynotes 
of this accord " 


The new regulations provide for 


year 'round open seasons and no 


size Imitation for all fish species 
in 
Pymatunmg. 
Creel limits, 


however, will be in effect for the 
game fishes as follows, 
large- 


mouth and smallmouth bass—6; 
walleye—6; pickerel—6; northern 
pike—6; muskellunge—2; A two- 
day possession limit will be al- 
lowed on these species. 


Other regualtions involving de- 


vices, baitfish, fishbait and frogs 
remain the same as this year ex- 
cept in 1957 it will be permissable 
to take frogs on a Sunday, and to 
shoot frogs. The one-day limit re- 
mains at 25. The possession limit 
of baitfishes and fishbait likewise 
will remain at 35 of each, combined 
—50. Fishing devices allowed in 
possession; two rods and lines or 
two lines. 


Fishing licenses of either state 


will be acceptable on any portion 
of the lake, though fishing from 
the Ohio shoreline will necessitate 
possession of an 
Ohio Lcense 


Likewise, a Pennsylvania license 
will be required to fish legally from 
any point of the 
Pymatunmg 


shoreline within the Pennsylvania 
border. 


The regulations represent a more 


liberal state for Pennsylvania ang- 
lers, m that their inland waters' 
season on bass is closed fiom 
March 15 to June 14. For Ohio 
fishermen, they place a creel limit 
on the game species, unlike the to- 
tal liberalization they enjoy in 
their in-state waters.

Seasonal 
job completion layoffs in construc- 
tion and temporary layoffs in the 
apparel and textile industries were 
other main factors in the increase. 


New claims rose nine per cent 


to 16,932 for the reported week, 
aa substantial increases in claims 
filed came from the construction, 
textile, electrical machinery, fab- 
ricated metals, and apparel indus- 
tries. Torquato pointed out that 
the chief sources of new claims in 
order of volume were the apparel, 
construction, textile, trade, fab- 
ricated metals, and primary met- 
als industries.

Survey of New 
School Buildings 
Is Now Under Way 


Harrlsburg—"A state-wide sur- 


vey of new school buildings com- 
pleted sinca the .war, the largest 
ever undertaken, has been begun 
by the Department of Public In- 
struction," Dr. Charles H. Boehm, 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion has announced. 
' 


Teams of state and local offic- 


ials began, the first steps in a pre- 
liminary Visitation to -determine 
the outstanding features and un- 
satisfactory areas of each struc- 
ture. A check is being made in 
each county of the high schools 
which were completed since the 
end of World War n and which 
have been occupied for 
one or 


more years. The first survey in- 
cludes all high schools; it will be 
followed by a similar study of the 
new elementary buildings. 


Specialized personnel will follow 


the preliminary survey, and com.' 


jlete a more concentrated study of 
selected structures. The Depart- 
ment is utilizing its present staff 
in the instructional field for these 
visits. The survey program is to 
be a continuous one. Its primary 
objective is to keep in touch with 
those new building features which 
have proved unusually sticcessful 
as well as to become informed on 
all prevailing unsatisfactory con- 
ditions. 


The constant flow of these data 


will be immediately made avail- 
able to all school districts engag- 
ed in planning new buildings. This 
information will be given to local 
authorities by special building con- 
sultants comprising a new division 
in the Department's new Bureau of 
School Buildings. 


Dr. James S. Tressler, coordin- 


ator-director of the School Build- 
ings Bureau, and Dr. William H

"Attention should' be given to 


lighting: systems. Car ownen 
should make certain that head- 
light* function properly on*" both 
upper and lower beams, Recr 
lights, including automatic turn 
signals, should^be kept clean and 
in order." 


Now .that the sun acts earlier, 


and there 13 increased driving dur- 
ing dusk and darkness, it's urgent 
that windshields be given atten- 
tion. Col. Henry asserted. 


"Windshields seem to draw dirt 


and dust like a magnet," he ob- 
served. ''Spending a few aeconda 
to have glass wiped clean will pay 
off in. visual comfort and safety. 
Any unnecessary or illegal stick- 
ers on the windshield or window* 
of a vehicle should be removed to 
afford both driver and passengers 
best possible visibility."

With a car in good shape for un- 


aeasonable weather, the driver 
must be in good shape too, sth» 
state official concluded. On this 
point he said, "Not only should a 
motorist get proper rest and re- 
frain from driving when under the 
influence of intoxicants, but he 
must be ever alert and equipped 
for changing winter weather and 
road conditions. In short, he must 
drive defensively!"
